(not being at this preſent Biſnop, Prieſt, nor Deacon) ſhall execute any of 
them, except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted, according to 
the forme hereaſter folowing. And none ſhall be admitted a Deacon, ex- 
cept he be xxj. yeeres of age at the leaſt. And euery man which is to be ad- 
mitted a Prieſt, ſnalbe ful xxiiij. yeeres old. And euery man, which is to be 
conſecrated a Biſhop,ſhall be fully thirtie yeeres of age. And the Biſhop 
knowing, either by himſelfe, or by ſufficient teſtimonie, any perſon to be 
a man of vertuous conuerſation, and without crime, and after exa- 
mination and triall, finding him learned in the Latine tongue, 
and ſufficiently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may vpon 
a Sunday or holyday, in the fice of the Church, 
admit him a Deacon, in ſuch ma- 
ner and forme as hereaker 
foloweth.

And ifthe Orders of Deacon and Prieſthood bee giuen both vpon 
one day, then ſhalall things at the holy Communion be vſed, as they 
are appointed at the ordering of Prieſts: Sauing that for the Epiſtle, 
the whole third chapter of the firſt to Timothie ſhall be read, as it is 
ſet out before in the order of Prieſts. And immediately after the E- 
piſtle, the Deacons ſhall be ordered. And it ſhall ſuffiſe the Letanie 
to be ſayd once.
